the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature

rnllE  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
J City  of  New  Westminster  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  There  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected,  for 
the  year  1905,  upon  the  assessed  value  of  all  the  rata- 
ble real  property  in  the  said  City,  as  shown  on  the 
last  revised  assessment  roll  thereof,  a rate  of  24  mills 
in  the  dollar,  for  the  following  purposes  :— 

(a.)  To  provide  for  sinking  fund  and  interest  on 
debentures  issued  by  the  Corporation,  and  outstand- 
ing, 19  mills  and  of  a mill  in  the  dollar,  less  10 
n.ills  receive<l  in  general  revenue. 

{/>.)  To  provide  for  the  imyment  of  charges  for 
school  purposes,  10  mills  and  of  a mill  in  the  dol- 
lar : 

(c.)  I'o  provide  a general  revenue  for  the  use  of  the 
Corporation  for  the  year  1905,  4 mills  and  of  a 
mill  in  the  dollar. 

2.  Ev’’ery  person  who  is  assessed  on  the  revised 
asse.ssment  roll  for  the  current  year  shall  cause  to  be 
paid  to  the  Collector  of  the  said  City,  at  his  office. 
City  Hall,  the  full  amount  of  the  taxes  for  which  he 
or  she  is  rated  under  this  by-law,  together  with  all 
arrears  (if  any),  within  50  days  after  demand  has  been

hereof. 

4.  A discount  or  reduction  of  one-sixth  of  the  amount 
paid  will  be  allowed  on  all  taxes  levied  under  this  by- 
law if  the  same  be  paid  to  the  Collector  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  August,  1905;  ten  per  cent,  of  the 
amount  paid,  if  paid  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember, 1905;  seven  and  one-half  per  cent,  of  the 
amount  paid,  if  paid  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
October,  1905;  and  five  per  cent,  of  the  amount  paid, 
if  paid  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  November,  1905; 
but  no  discount  or  reduction  shall  be  allowed  on 
arrears.
